San Antonio, Tex., Sept. IO.—Five 
hundred llveH were lost and property 
damage of $10,000,000 was the esti­ 
mate of city officials at nim* o'clock 
this morning of the toll of last night's 
flood which swept the entire business 
section of this city and several out­ 
lying residential sections leaving in 
its path wreckage and ruin. 
Twenty-one bodies, most 
of 
them 
women and children, had been recov­ 
erer! up to nine o'clock and reports of 
additional dead continued to pour into 
the police headquarters. 
The flood waters followed a cloud 
hurst and a storm which effected most 
of south central Texas, swept through 
many streets inundating stores and 
ti rat floors and basements or homes. 
Hundreds of persons were forced lo 
flee. 
The rainfall was estimated at more 
than ten inches. Police (Commissioner 
Wright has asked 
Colonel 
81aven, 
chief of staff of the eighth corps area, 
for martial law for the city. 
His re­ 
quest will be granted. Wright said. 


Austin ( ut (Iff 
Dallas, Texas. Sept. IO.— Austin, the 
state capital of Texas, was out off 
from the rest of the world today by 
a cloud burst late last night. 
All lines of communication and the 
railroads were tied up. 
Officials of 
the telegraph companies declared the 
entire distance between Granger and 
Austin was flooded. 
They could give 
no details.

from 
Austin said ten inches of rain fell up 
to one o’clock this morning over Aus­ 
tin and surrounding territory with the 
deluge unabated at that time.

To W orld W ar Veterans

Two hundred 
and twenty-two farms today were op 
ened to homestead entry by veterans 
of the world war in the North Platte 
region of Wyoming by the reclamation 
service of the department of interior. 
On September 16, another opening 
will be made of 57 farms in the Sho­ 
shone district of the same stat** The se 
farms are particularly adapted to dai­ 
rying, which, according to the depart­ 
ment's statistics, is rapidly coming to 
Cie front as one of the country’s fore- 
: inst industries. 
A decade ago this land was a part 
of a vast ranee occupied by nomadic 
cattle. 
Through irrigation it bas re­ 
cently been transferred into one of 
the most fertile sepals in Wyoming. 
Two colonies of disabled ex-snldiers 
have been formed for the purpose of 
studying agriculture with the help of 
the federal board of vocational educa­ 
tion. 
Over I r*0 “recruit" farmers are In 
training at Ontario, California, and at 
Davis, California, there are IOO more 
trainees. 
Universities at cities where 
these colonies are located ar** co-ope­ 
rating during the school term and in 
the summer practical work on ranches 
is afforded. 
During the training period and for 
the first two years of farm ownership 
the disabled ex-soldiers are paid from 
$100 to $170 per month.

The peo­ 
ple are famished, but there* have been 
no mobs nor does there appear to Im* 
any danger of any here. 
The soviet 
police seem to func tion well and they 
stopped the few attempts 
at 
petty 
thievery so far reported. 
Tile representatives of the Ameri­ 
can relief administration are Calion 
Bowden, director; Albert Snooks and 
Donald Ixiwrle 
They were greeted by 
sovlel officials at the station without 
pomp and taken in automobiles to the

San Antonio, Tex., Sept. IO.—Five 
hundred lives were lost and property 
dam age of $10,000,000 was the esti­ 
m ate of city officials at nine o'clock 
this m orning of the toll of last night's 
flood which swept the entire business 
section of this city and several out­ 
lying residential sections leaving in 
its path wreckage and ruin. 
Twenty-one bodies, most 
of 
them 
women and children, had been recov­ 
ered up to nine o'clock and reports of 
additional dead continued to pour into 
the police headquarters. 
The flood w aters followed a cloud 
hurst and a storm w hich effected most 
of south central Texas, swept through 
many streets inundating stores and 
first floors and basem ents of homes. 
H undreds of persons were forced to 
flee. 
The rainfall was estim ated at more 
than ten inches.
